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Preface 


Value education efforts during recent years have gained a significant 
momentum than ever. The major initiative was taken by Ministry of Human 
Resource Development, Government of India which identified National Council of 

Educational Research and Training (NCERT) as nodal centre for strengthening

value education in the country at school level. Subsequently, a National 

! 

Resource Centre for Value Education (NRCVE) was set up at NCERT in 
September 2000 to realize the objectives of value based education at school 
stage in the country. Since then under the aegis of NRCVE, a number of 
activities and programmes related to research, development, training, 
coordination, evaluation, dissemination and consultancy are being taken up in 
the area of value education. 

'National Programme for Strengthening Value Education; launched by 
NRCVE during the Year 2002-2003 was the first national level initiative to 
intensify efforts for strengthening value based education throughout the country. 
A number of activities were initiated under this programme. ‘National 
Consultation on Value Education in Indian Schools - Experiences and Strategies 
of Implementation’, a number of similar consultations at regional level 
development of awareness generation material, video materials and guidelines 
and sponsoring researches in the area of value education are some of the 
highlights of this venture. 

The present programme constitutes one of the important activities of such 
National programme. Under this programme some of the activities such as 
Poster Making Competition, Story Telling, Street Play and Panel Discussion were 
organized in the schools for development of values among students. Prototype 
video programmes and guidelines were also developed for the schools. The 
programme was completed successfully with the active support and cooperation 
of many individuals and agencies. 



The developed prototype video programmes and guidelines further need 
to be used by the schools and stimulate them to organize various activities for 
development of values in students.

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Introduction 

In the educational circles in India, it is well known that a number of writings 
from educationists and moves from Government of India and its Departments 
since independence have directed professional and public attention towards 
imparting value education to students. As the schools are considered to have 
the greatest single influence during the formative years, most of these moves 
have emphasized the responsibility of schools in imparting value education in 
addition to academic knowledge. Echoing the same, National Curriculum 
Framework for School Education (NCERT, 2000) observes that “A 
Comprehensive programme of value inculcation must start at the very earliest 
stage of school education as a regular part of school's daily routine" (p.36). 

Presently, there are about 5000 institutions belonging to various sects and 
religions reported to be working in the area of value education (Bagchi, 2001). 
These institutions follow programmes and practices based on their philosophies. 
However, the schools who do not follow particular approach or philosophy also 
inculcate values through a variety of experiences such as lectures, textbooks, 
epics, several literary and co-curricular activities, indirect suggestions, exemplary 
behaviours and participative experiences in value actions etc. 

As observed by Seshadri (1992) all the school activities have tremendous 
potential for development of values in students and most schools make provision 
for a variety of such activities in their daily schedule. A large number of writers 
(Bhagia, 1986; Joshi, 1986; Kishore, 1990; Gupta, 1997; Dhar, 2000; Luther, 
2000; Kamath, 2001; Seetha Ram, 2001 and Joneja, 2002) support this view 
point that children imbibe values through all the activities in the school including 
teaching of subjects, within the classroom and outward - bound activities. 

Luther (2000) has broadly classified various activities and programmes in 
the school conducted daily, at intervals, or on special days and special 
occasions into following three categories. 



Mass Activities and Programmes - Morning assembly, prayers, meditation, national 
and international days, festivals, documentaries and films. 

Group Activities - Story telling, music and group singing, retreats, sports, social 
work, dramatics, role plays, school clubs. 

Individual Activities - Study of literature, elocution, exhibitions, self-reliance 
programmes, summer courses and school magazines. 

The activities combine joy with satisfaction and learning for students apart from 
developing consciousness of values and new insights into value related issues. The 
value education outcomes of such activities depends upon several factors such as 
nature and duration of the activity, its organization and extent of student participation 
and involvement (Seshadri, 1992). 

Bandiste (1999) is of the opinion that activity approach especially involving 
students attempts to increase the rational capacity of students. Since the students will 
analyse values and values related behaviours rationally they will automatically on their 
own arrive at more or less harmonious preferences. Therefore, the emphasis needs to 
be on value sensitivity and critical faculty of the students. 

According to Seshadri and Khader (1992), the entire process of value 
education is a highly complex process that involves a wide range and variety of 

learnings_awareness and understanding, sensitivity, appreciations and concerns, 

responsible choice and decision-making, and willingness and commitment to action. 
All these learnings cannot, obviously be provided through one single source or 
method. To do the justice to the multiple kinds of learning, the teacher has to draw 
from a wide range of learning resources and employ a variety of techniques — and 
/or in combination. They have grouped different sources, techniques and activities 
under the following heads: • 

1. Reading, Listening and Discussion activities 

2. Visual and Multi-sensory Experiences 

3. Enacting, Modeling and Role Play type activities 

4. Dealing with Value Dilemmas, Value Clarification 

5. Learning by Living Activities 



In this context, National Curriculum Framework for School Education (NCERT, 
2000) emphasises that 'Every activity, unit and interaction must be examined from the 
viewpoint of value identification, inculcation and reinforcement and then deciding 
appropriate strategy for a balanced and judicious implementation" (p.117). 

The schools can select themes on values and plan and organize the activities in 
such a way that values are inculcated throughout the whole process. The schools are 
capable of doing this as the students and teachers devise innovative ways to do the 
things. In the process they evolve and improve upon. The activities organized in a 
special way for development of values in students could be an example for others to 
follow. An exemplar material or video programmes on such activities, if available, and 
widely disseminated can stimulate large number of schools as well. 

A review of literature reveals that a lot of print material on value education is 
available which emphasizes the importance of various activities carried out in schools 
for development of values in students. However, there is hardly any exemplar material 
or guidelines available especially in the form of video programmes. 

Therefore, in order to help the schools to organize activities for development of 
values in students, it is important to provide them with the practical examples of 
organization of activities in the form of prototype video programmes alongwith 
guidelines etc. The prototype video programmes focus attention on significant points 
and help the schools to visualize more realistic picture of the activities organized 
including the experiences of everyone involved in the activity. The realistic 
programmes along with guidelines may be more acceptable and useful to the target 
groups as they can be repeatedly seen, can be discussed and improved upon for 
practical use. It was therefore planned in the present programme to organize some of 
the activities in the schools for development of values in students and prepare 
prototype video programmes and guidelines of the activities for the schools. 
Objectives: 

The main objectives of the programme are; 

• To organize the activities such as poster making competition, story telling, 
creative play and panel discussion in the schools for development of values 



• To develop prototype video programmes and guidelines for organization of 
various activities by the schools 

• To disseminate the programmes and guidelines through National Resource 
Centre for Value Education (NRCVE), NCERT to regional nodal agencies and 
schools and as ETV programmes 

Given below is a brief description of four activities including poster making 
competition, story telling, creative play and panel discussion which were selected 
for the present programme to cover different stages of school education. 

Poster Making Competition 

Poster is an aid of learning which influences the behaviour of students. 
Students learn to reflect their ideas, feelings and experiences artistically and 
creatively. They draw, paint and create slogans. Thus it encourages the students to 
imagine and acquire the ability to assimilate and articulate relevant information in the 
context of a given subject. 

Poster work provides an excellent opportunity to demonstrate that art is 
properly a part of daily living rather than just another subject in the curriculum. Posters 
also help in increasing mental concentration and awareness and appreciation of a 
subject. Through participation in poster making competition, the students learn to 
respect rules and regulations through willing compliance with norms and forms of 
competition conduct. 

The posters can be prepared on a variety of topics derived from educational 
subjects, attitudes and values, folk art, the Alpanas or the traditional designs used 
for textiles. A poster may utilize charts, graphs, diagrams, maps, pictures, cartoons, 
in short, anything that will present the facts or emphasis. Poster making competitions 
can also be held groupwise where 3-4 students prepare a poster. The advantage of 
the group activity is that it creates synergy as the group thinks together. The students 
do different things and those who cannot paint can also contribute through ideas and a 
catchy message. 



Characteristics of Posters: 

The poster is defined as a visual combination of bold design, colour and 
message which is intended to catch and hold the attention of a passer-by 
long enough to implant a significant idea in his/her mind. (Wittich & Schuller, 
1968). 

A poster is usually meant to be seen and understood at a distance. 

An ideal poster size is 28 by 22 or 44 by 28 inches, depending on the 
classroom, (Hass, & Packer, 1955). 

A good poster has one dominant idea and gets across its message clearly 
and quickly. 

A good poster is colourful, visually attractive and pleasant irrespective of the 
subject/theme being pleasant or not. 

Broad themes for Poster Competition : 

The themes (values) are selected carefully so that it could be such that could be 
presented more effectively in the form of a poster. Some of themes could be: peace, 
love, non-violence, cleanliness, pollution, conservation of natural resources 

The activity poster making can be organized for all the school stages i.e. 
primary, upper primary, secondary and higher secondary. The role of teacher is very 
important in planning the activity, selecting appropriate themes, framing rules, making 
arrangements for holding the competition and encouraging maximum student 
participation etc. 

Story Telling: 

Story telling is one of the oldest, most popular and effective techniques used 
for inculcation of human values. It is also used as an effective medium of instruction 
and an efficient method of moulding character. In the past, many spiritual leaders 
have used story telling as a medium of teaching which has been in the form of 
parables or short and simple stories, with a strong moral message which was easy for 
ordinary people to grasp, understand and remember. India has a long heritage of 
story telling and stories of ‘Panchtantra’, ‘Puranas’, 'Hitopadesh', the 'Jatak Kathas’ 
and regional folk tales giving message of goodness are popular even today. Stories of 
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great persons and their values influence the minds of many and are instrumental in 
development of sound character of students. Whether it is at the school or at home, 
this medium of influence can be extremely effective particularly in school children at 
the pre-primary and primary stages (Luther, 2000). Kappani (2000) observes that 
students not only like to listen to stories, but also like to tell the stories as they are 
highly imaginative. Even today, in the technologically developed society, story telling 
is considered as an important activity for development of values in students due to the 
following characteristics: 

• Story telling nourishes the imagination of students and develops ability to 
visualize, remember and interpret. 

• Through story telling, information is passed, knowledge is awakened, curiosity 
is aroused, attitudes are formed/discovered, role models are provided and 
ideals inspired. The students are inspired to analyse good characters 
described in the story. 

• The stories motivate the students to imbibe good and desirable values 

• Stories if related to day-to-day life of students enable them to relate to the 
situations easily and absorb the essence of the stories. 

• Story-telling also creates interest in students for reading and writing and even 
telling value based stories. 

• Remembering stories for a long period of years enables the students to pay 
attention to the values hidden in them at a number of times and make it a part 
of their behaviour. 

Value Themes for Story Telling : 

There is a wide range of values including personal, social and national values 
which could be developed through story telling. The main point is to select the themes 
appropriate to different school stages. For example, the value 'Love' can be 
developed at all the school stages. However, at primary school stage the theme can 
be ‘Kindness’, 'Love for Nature’. At upper primary stage it may be 'Caring and 
Sharing', at the secondary stage, it may be 'Tolerance' and at Senior Secondary 
stage it may be 'Compassion' or 'Devotion'. Similarly, 'Right Conduct’ may be 
emphasized as 'Respect for others’ or 'People who work for us’ (primary stage), 



‘Courage and bravery' (upper primary stage), 'Proper use of time' (secondary stage) 
and ‘Be an example’ (senior secondary stage). 

There are three main aspects of story telling - (i) Selection of the story (ii) 
Presentation of the story and (iii) Evaluation. Selection of the story suitable to serve 
the purpose of development of values in a given group of students is an important 
step. Equally important is the presentation (manner of delivery) of the story which 
includes narration in a simple language, voice modulations, pauses, songs, gestures 
use of aids (pictures, puppets or drawings on the black board etc.) and dramatization 
by students side by side etc. The story can be complete i.e. closed ended with scope 
for questions to be asked from students or it could be open-ended for the students to 
complete it, In both cases, the teacher evaluates the effect of the story in terms of 
students' attitudes, feelings, reactions, and opinions. 

Story telling though generally considered to be suitable for younger children 
upto primary school stage can also be used effectively with the students at upper 
primary school stage and above. However, the selection of the story and its manner of 
presentation needs to be addressed to the level of the students, The students’ 
participation in selection/writing of story and its presentation under the guidance of 
teacher is also an important aspect. In short, the effectiveness of story-telling in 
development of values in students depends upon the ability and competence of the 
teacher, his/her value orientation, sense of humor and varied interests. 

Creative Play (Street Play) 

Plays are a direct and a live medium of communication. Plays are one of the 
effective methods of development of right attitudes and values. Plays inculcate the 
basic personality related virtues like listening, absorption, confidence, conviction and 
precision in expressions. The inherent spirit of team work and interdependence in 
plays leads to development of positive emotions of mutual respect, love and non¬ 
violence. The plays also provide students an opportunity to enter the others' world. 
Since the impact of the plays can be seen instantly it gives a great sense of 
exhilaration. Even though the readings and rehearsals are repetitive in nature, in 
effect, they are different and unique each time. Once the student is able to ‘deliver’ a 
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performance, it gives him or her a sense of empowerment. Thus the play is a most 
effective method of direct communication - both intra and interpersonal. 

Almost all the schools organise plays and dramas. They select the themes 
from a variety of subjects such as historical events, lives of great persons, saints and 
eminent scientists, social issues, stories and folk literature etc. Sometimes, the 
teachers also develop the plays based on stories and poems and provide direction to 
the students to perform. Inter-school and intra-school competitions on plays are also 
quite common. 

Plays can also comprise other 'art forms’ like posters and especially songs and 
music. The students of all the school stages right from the primary level to senior 
secondary can participate in the plays. However, at the primary school stage play or 
role play is organised in the classroom for the familiar audience while at the upper 
primary stage and above, it could be in the form of role play, open air stage play or 
street play which can be enacted for wider or unfamiliar audiences. 

Street Play: 

Street play is a form of creative play which can be played any where. It does 
not require a theatre setting to stage the play and audiences also do not need to go 
anywhere to watch the play. It is equipped as the best medium for raising the voice 
and dissatisfaction against a static situation too. Its main objective is to create mass 
awareness and to prepare the minds (attitudes) of people. Street plays are generally 
designed on the subjects of dowry, soaring prices, communalism and environment 
protection etc. The main objective of the street play is to create a new society and 
good conditions. The plays deal with value perceptions of students, their dilemmas 
and clarifications. 

Adequacy of street play as school activity for value education can be judged on the 
basis of following merits: 

Through street play, it is possible to present the boring, coarse and highly 
preachable subject like value education in an interesting and effective 
manner. 

It can be very easily staged without any special preparation by students. 
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Street play does not require auditorium or set, make-up, costumes etc. and 
therefore, it can be presented economically. 

It can be organised in an open space like sports field, school premises etc. 
and students in large numbers can watch the play. 

Creativity is best developed through street plays as the main emphasis is 
on body language and performance to spread the message and not on 
costumes or decoration etc. 

Street play reveals that the play is happening spontaneously but not 
rehearsed. 

This type of plays can be enacted repeatedly and have a tremendous recall 
value. 

Subjects related to value education for street play: 

The street plays have the potential of addressing to a large variety of values. 

Some of these could be peace, non violence, mutual respect, doing something for 

others, mutual trust and shunning of greediness etc. 

As the organization of street play involves a lot of imagination in selection of theme, 
development of play and script, lyrics, music and performance by the students, a 
competent teacher who can do justice with a message needs to handle it. Otherwise 
slightly misplaced message can be counter productive. Realising the importance of 
plays, some schools are also taking initiatives to introduce ‘theatre in education' and 
are organising workshops for teachers to develop required skills. 

Panel Discussion 

Panel discussion is one of the methods of discussion and is a well established 
popular technique for sharing the views. The literature reveals that discussion method 
could be used for a variety of purposes (Puterson, 1970; Legge, 1971; Osinski, Ohliger 
& Me Carthy, 1972; Fawcett Hill, 1977; Bridges, 1979; Hyman, 1980; Brookfield 1985; 
Bligh, 1986 all quoted by Nanda, 1998). It serves various cognitive and affective 
purposes like concept exploration, attitude change and problem solving. 

Nanda (1998) suggested the following as the most impelling cognitive purposes 
for which the discussion should be used: 
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To expose learners to a diversity of perspectives on an issue, topic, or 
theme 

To help learners to externalize the assumptions underlying their values, 
beliefs and actions 

To assist learners in perspective taking; that is, in coming to see the world 
as others see it. 

To introduce learners to elements of complexity and ambiguity in an issue, 
topic, or theme. 

Panel discussion is also an important method of inculcating values in students. 
The right type and quality of discussion could be very much helpful in attitude and 
value formation. According to Brookfield (1987) the discussion helps the learners to 
become contextually aware to develop reflective skepticism to be able to unearth, 
analyse the assumptions informing their values, beliefs and actions and to explore 
alternative ways of thinking and acting. The discussion promotes the values of 
reasonableness, peaceableness and orderliness, truthfulness, freedom, equality and 
respect for persons. It is a collaborative effort which promotes in participants critical 
thinking on a given subject and makes panelists and anchors to work hard and show 
confidence. It promotes democratic and leadership values as students volunteer/opt 
for different roles, express their ideas, raise and clarify their doubts, and try to find 
answers to others’ comments and querries. 

Raths et.al. (1966) have suggested some classroom methods for initiating value 
discussions like writing out a provocative quotation and asking questions or finding 
other sources of materials to spur discussion having a value clarification focus. 

The role of teachers is very important in organizing panel discussion. The 
teacher is a leader, a guide and an organizer. It is the teacher who is instrumental in 
selection of theme, selection of students for panel, student anchor; formulates 
procedure, encourages maximum student participation and evaluates the outcome.

Organization of Activities 

As mentioned in Chapter I, four activities, namely Poster Making Competition, 
Story Telling, Panel Discussion and Street Play were selected for organization of 
exemplar activities in the schools for development of values in the students. To 
begin with, a Working Group Meeting was organized during July 17-18, 2002 to 
conceptualize various aspects of the programme as highlighted below: 

- The themes for organization of different model activities in the school. 
The organization of such activities (suitable school stage for the 
activities, duration, steps, materials required, teacher's role, student's 
role and role of Principal. 

Strategies for development of guidelines for the schools, format 
content etc. 

Development of exemplar video programmes 

Fourteen participants including school principals, value education experts and 
media experts discussed in detail themes and modalities for organization of 
activities in the schools and development of video programme and guidelines. The 
write up on each activity including need for the activity, suggested values, steps 
involved, role of teacher, student and principal in the activity, frequency, duration 
and evaluation etc. were prepared for the schools to be involved in organization of 
these activities. 

Selection of Schools: 

The initial contact with some of the schools was made and discussions were 

held with school principals for seeking their co-operation in organization of activities 

in their schools. The following four schools were selected for different activities:

The above-mentioned schools were selected keeping in view the following 
considerations: 

i. As the organization of activities required close interaction with the 
school Principals, teachers and the students involved in the 
activities throughout the entire period of preparation and 
organization of the activities, it was practical to work with the 
schools located in Delhi. 

ii. The activities were meant to develop values in students. 
Therefore, it was required that the schools could identify with the 
aim of the programme and co-operate in organizing the activities 
whole-heartedly through maximum involvement. 

iii. The principals of the above-mentioned schools participated in the 
above-mentioned Working Group Meeting and volunteered to 
work with NCERT for organization of activities in their schools. 

Organization of Poster Making Competition 

This activity was organized separately for students at primary, upper 
primary and secondary school stage. It involved the following steps: 

- A team of ten teachers from primary, upper primary and secondary 
classes including principal was formed by the principal in discussion 
with the teachers on the activity. The group included Incharge 
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primary section, one primary teacher, one painting teacher, two 
commercial art teachers, two language teachers, one science teacher 
and one counselor. 

The write up prepared on the activity was given to the above t^rn of 
teachers and discussion in detail was held with them by the co¬ 
coordinator on the objectives for organization of the activity, various 
steps involved and role of teacher etc. 

A schedule for organization of the activity was prepared. Following 
the discussion on themes, announcement, materials required, venue 
for poster making, seating arrangement, and venue for display of 
posters etc. following decisions were made keeping in view the 
different schools stages:

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The responsibilities were assigned to the teachers involved by the 
group. 

The script outline for organization for the activity was developed by 
members of the team. 

Preparations were made by the group. It included discussion on 
characteristics of a poser with art teacher, introduction of the subject 
to the students, announcement of the activity, rules and regulations, 
finalization of themes for different school stages and instructions to 
students, selection of award winning posters, appointment of student 
judges, obtaining views and experiences of teachers and students 
etc. 

Poser making competition was organized on the scheduled date. 167 
students (Primary =64, Upper Primary =78 and Senior Secondary 
=25) participated in the activity. 

The students were seated comfortably and materials were distributed 
to them. A banner on themes for the activity was put on the wall. A 
teacher gave them instructions regarding the activity, time duration 
etc. 

The students were asked to write their name, class, section, theme of 
the poster and what it depicts on the backside of the poster sheet. 
Primary and Upper Primary stage students made their individual 
posters while secondary stage students made the poster in a team of 
five students. 

148 posters made by the students were collected and placed before a 
team of judges represented by two Class XII students studying 
painting and a photography teacher/principal who selected first, 
second, third and consolation prize posters. 

A theme wise display of the posters made by students of each stage 
was arranged, 

All the students and teachers from the school visited the exhibit.

- Views of participating students and teachers, principal, judges and 
visitors were obtained. The prize winnings students were asked to 
describe their posters and the reason for choosing a particular theme. 
Shooting of the entire activity right from planning to implementation 
was done. 

- A video programme entitled 'Poster Dwara Jeevan Mulyaon Ka Vikas' 
was developed for schools to make teachers aware that values can 
be developed through organization of the activity Poster Making 
Competition. The process of organizing this activity such as selection 
of themes and materials suitable for different school stages, 
discussion with art teacher on characteristics of poster, students 
engaged in poster making etc has been shown in detail through this 
programme. The programme ends with the views and experiences of 
teachers and students involved in the activity. A theme-wise display 
of the posters made by the students of different stages is also shown. 

Organization of Story Telling 

The story telling activity was organized for the students at primary school stage. 

It included the following steps: 

- A team of enthusiastic teachers including principal, Incharge primary section, 5 
primary teachers, one nursery teacher and one English teacher was formed by 
the principal for the activity. 

- Discussions were held with the above team members on different aspects of 
the activity including objectives of the programme, selection of themes and the 
story (criteria), presentation of the story and evaluation of its impact on 
students. A video programme on story narration produced by CIET was also 
shown to the group. 

- The above group of teachers read various stories and developed academic 
briefs of six value basted stories in Hindi relevant to primary school stage 
especially students of classes III and IV. 
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The stories were discussed in the group and one story was selected by the 
members for the activity which they found appropriate to the age, interest and 
level of the students of 3 rd and 4 th standard. 

The selected story emphasized on courage, peace and co-existence and to 
make collective effort for problem solving as the main values. Humbleness, 
creativity, imagination, respect for authority and all others in general, were the 
other values embedded in the story. 

The content and style for presentation of the story was improved by the group 
collectively. 

Script outline of the selected story was developed. 

The story was further discussed and revised and the visuals were prepared. 

The script of the story was presented before the Script Committee of CIET and 
was modified further in the light of suggestions given by the committee for try 
out. 

The field testing of the story was carried out in Central School located at NIE 
campus NCERT, New Delhi with the help of a Hindi teacher to find out the 
suitability of theme, time duration, contents of the story for 3"V4 th grade 
students, value emphasis and its potential to arose student interest and 
participation. 

The audio-tape of the try out with suggestions was sent to the school for making 
suitable modifications in the story. 

The activity story telling was organized on 13-12-2002 in which revised story 
was presented to a group of 25 students of class III 

After the story narration, the teacher asked students a few questions on 
different characters in the story and their behaviour to obtain feedback. 

The students were asked to suggest the name of the story which was finalized 
as 'Sahasi Machhar’ by the class. 

A tree without leaves prepared on a board for the activity was shown to the 
students. They were distributed leaves to write good things they have learned 
from the story. A Value Tree was prepared by the students fixing their leaves. 
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A student fixing a leaf on the branch of tree

were obtained. 

- Shooting of the process of the whole of the activity was done to develop video 
programme on story -telling 

- Inspired by the story listened in the class, the students developed brief stories 
in Hindi. The tittle of each story written by the students along with a message is 
given below:

The students were also found by the teachers narrating the story to other 
students at school and in the school bus. 

- The video programme entitled 'Kahani Ke Madhayam Se Jeevan Mulyaon Ka 
Vikas’ was produced which shows story telling as an effective technique of 
developing values in primary school children. Various steps involved in 
organization of this activity such as, selection of theme for the story, developing 
suitable stories, discussion on finalization and presentation of the story, 
complete story telling in the class etc. have been highlighted in the programme. 
The main attraction of the programme is ‘Value Tree' prepared by the students 
depicting their impressions of the story. The views and experiences of teachers 
involved in the activity are also included in the programme. 

Organization of Street Play 

The upper primary school stage was selected for organizing the activity street play 
in school, it involved the following steps: 

- A preliminary discussion was held with a team of six teachers formed by the 
principal for organization of street play for development of values in students. 
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The team included the principal, three language teachers, one science teacher 
and one music teacher. The focus of the discussion was to collectively develop 
script of a street play with a value focus. Various themes such as motherland, 
language, culture, historical events/ stories and well-known personalities etc 
were considered. It was decided to select a subject appropriate to day to day 
life of students, particularly at upper primary stage. 

A play on mother tentatively titled 'Pariwar Ki Dhuri' was planned by the group 
to highlight the role of mother and her importance in family life keeping in view 
the image of mother they wanted to create in students. The students in 
different classes were asked by teachers to write short essay on their 
respective mothers with an aim to know how students think of the their mothers. 
The essays collected were analyzed by the team members. 

Interaction with the groups of students drawn from different classes (grades 6 to 
8) was also held to know their perceptions about their respective mothers. 
They were asked the following questions: 

What do you like about your mother? 

What do you dislike about your mother? 

What do you like in other students’ mothers? 

Think, when mother is not at home. 

The spontaneous remarks of the students were noted which broadly were of 
three types - positive common, positive special and negative. 

The written and verbal opinions of students were discussed and a play was 
developed jointly by the team of teachers and a group of students keeping in 
view the message to be given and the end of the play. Most of the views and 
comments given by students formed part of dialogues in the play. 

Further discussion was held on content, message, different characters, dress, 
music, indication style on change of scene etc among students and teachers to 
improve upon the play. 

A script of the play was written by teachers involving a scriptwriter and theatre 
person.

- The play was rehearsed by the students and it was polished again by 
everybody involved including students, teachers and theatre person so that it 
could be enacted within 15-17 minutes. The theatre person helped the students 
learn to speak dialogues, to emote and express through body language. 

- Well-rehearsed play was enacted by 20 students including 3 students who 
played the music using harmonium, 'Dholak' and ‘Tabla’. The school students, 
teachers, parents and some students from the neighboring school were invited 
to see the play. 

- After the play, views and impressions of teachers, principal, participating 
students and audience (students, teachers and patents) were obtained. 

A video programme on the activity 'Nukkad Natak Dwara Jeevan Mulayaon Ka 
Vikas’ was developed. This progarmme shows street play as an effective 
method of development of values in students at upper primary stage and above. 
Various steps involved in organization of street play such as selection of theme, 
discussion among students and teachers, rehearsal and enactment of play, 
views and experiences of teachers and students involved and impressions of 
the audience have been shown in the programme. The highlight of the 
programme is presentation of the street play on 'Mother’ which moved the 
audience. 

Organization of Panel Discussion 

The activity Panel Discussion was organized for the students of senior secondary 
classes. 25 students of class XI participated in the discussion. The following steps 
were taken: 

- A preliminary meeting with the Principal of the school was held. A team of three 
members including two Hindi language teachers and the principal was formed 
by the principal for organization of the activity in the school. 

- A detailed discussion was held with the team members on organization of the 
activity including aims and objectives, selection of theme, selection of students 
as panelists and anchor and preparation of students for participation in the 
activity etc. 

- Class XI was selected for organization of the activity. 
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A discussion was held by a teacher involved with the students on organization 
of panel discussion in the class. 

The students were briefed about the objectives of panel discussion. Out of the 
many themes suggested by the group, a theme 'Shanti Aur Sahansheefta' 
(Peace and Tolerance) was selected by the group. 

Three panelists and one anchor, ail volunteers, were also selected by the 
group. The role of panelists and anchor and the rest of the students i.e. 
audience were defined. 

The students both anchor and panelists were guided to read the relevant 
literature from the library. They were also provided some materials to prepare 
the points for discussion. 

The students prepared the discussion points on the basis of materials available 
and in consultation with other students and teachers. 

A script of the activity was developed by the team of teachers and students. 

The students in the audience were also prepared to ask questions after 
listening to the panellists. 

The script was finalized for organization of panel discussion. 

Panel discussion was organized during Feb., 4-5,2003. The focus of the 
discussion was on meaning of peace and tolerance, its need and importance in 
students lives’ and life in general, and role of students in bringing about peace 
and tolerance in society. 

Views and experiences of team of teachers, principal, anchor, panelists and 
some of the students from audience were obtained on the influence of activity 
on them. 

Shooting of different steps of organization of the activity for development of a 
video programme was done. 

The video programme entitled 'Paricharcha Dwara Jeevan Mulayon Ka Vikas' 
was produced. The programme depicts 'Panel Discussion’ as an appropriate 
activity for development of values in students of secondary and senior 
secondary school stage. The theme of the panel discussion as selected by the 
participating students is ‘Shanti Aur Sahansheelta’. The steps involved in the

Guidelines 

Through organisation of the activities poster making, street play, story-telling 
and panel discussion in the schools for the present programme, it was experienced 
that all these activities have great potential for development of values in students. In 
addition to this, these activities were also instrumental in making everybody including 
teachers and principal to learn from each other and from students, to work in a team 
and to devise innovative ways of organising activities in future. The activities also 
promoted self-understanding in teachers. The teachers expressed that every year they 
used to plan and organise a large number of activities in the school which promoted 
learning and development but it was their first opportunity to plan and organise the 
activities especially with a value focus which they appreciate and would certainly like 
to follow in future. 

All the activities provided scope for stimulation of thinking, introspection, 
analysis, and communication. The students had opportunity to express their ideas and 
thoughts. If in the poster they depicted it for giving the message, in the street play, 
they expressed and analysed their feelings. Similarly in the story, the students 
analysed the characters and message hidden in the story. They gave logical 
explanation on why a particular character was good, what should be the name of the 
story and what good things they have learned from the story. During the panel 
discussion activity, the students not only selected the theme relevant to them and of 
their current concern but also deliberated on its different aspects and attempted to find 
personal meaning and their course of action. Based on the experience some general 
and specific guidelines for organization of activities in schools for development of 
values in schools are being given here. 

General Guidelines: 

Given below are some general guidelines for organization of the activities in 
schools for development of values in students. 

• The activities should be planned with a focus on value development. 
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• While organising an activity, the school can involve a group of tfeachers who are 
good at that particular activity, believe in value education, have originality, 
creativity and interest, are good in communication skills, can write and work in 
harmony to discuss, plan and organise the activity. 

• The principal should decide the activity in discussion with the teachers to 
provide an initial spark and to see how that activity will be conducted and the 
teachers to be involved. 

• The activities can be given place in the calendar of activities prepared every 
year in the school. 

• Some innovations on the basis of previous years’ experience may be made 
while planning and organising the activities 

• Activities like poster making competition and creative play can form part of the 
celebrations of independence day, republic day etc. with a suitable theme on 
the occasion. 

• The principal and teachers should be clear on why particular values have been 
chosen for a given class and how these are to be emphasised. 

• The activities should be planned and organised using the available resources 
without any special expenditure by the school or students. 

• A large number of students should be involved in an activity. 

• There should be maximum involvement of students in the activity practically on 
all the aspects and at all the stages. 

• The activities must encourage team work among teachers as well as among 
students. 

• The students need to be prepared to volunteer for taking up responsibilities or 
should be given the responsibilities 

• There should be an attitude to learn from students as well and same attitude 
should be developed in students to learn from others . 

• Wherever possible, parents may be invited to or involved in the activities. 
Some of the activities may especially be organised on PTA (Parent Teacher 
Association) meetings. The experiences may be shared with neighbouring 
schools. For example, play can be staged in neighbourhood schools, students 
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from neighbouring schools can be invited to see the exhibition of posters 
prepared by students, recording of panel discussion and story telling may be 
shared with other schools. 

• For every activity, the students should be given an appreciation certificate by 
the school. 

Guidelines for Organization of Poster Making Competition 

The following guidelines may be followed by schools for organizing poster making 
competition for development of values in students: 

• A team of teachers teaching various subjects like Hindi, English, Social Work, 
Art and the Heads of the different Sections should be formed under the 
leadership of Principal of the school. 

• The art teachers should talk to all team members about posters and following 
points should be discussed. 

a. What is a poster ? 

b. How it is made ? 

c. Points to be emphasised while making a poster 

d. Importance of a poster 

e. Difference between a poser and a painting 

f. Cost affective materials to be used for making poster 

• The team members should select the value themes appropriate to the activity 
and relevant to different school stages. They should also frame rules for the 
participants. Such as to give names by stipulated date, to use specified 
materials, to do their own work (i.e. original work) and respect the decision of 
judges. 

• At least three topics bn values should be given to choose from to each group. 
This will enable to obtain a wide variety of posters. 

• Value themes should be suitable for effective depiction in poster form. 

• Material and colours to be used should be decided before hand. 

• The materials should be affordable. Even old newspapers after blackening can 
be used for poster making. 
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The announcement about the activity should be made by class teachers giving 
all the details such as - 

a) Activity - Poster Making competition 

b) Topic - to be given on the spot 

c) Date (different dates should be allotted for primary, upper primary and 
secondary stage students.) 

d) Duration for the activity 

e) Place where the poster making competition will be held 

f) Material to be brought by the students 

g) Name of the teacher whom the students should report to 

h) Last date of giving the names 

The same details should be written down on a chart paper and put up on the 
Notice Board. 

The notice should be bold and readable 

At the primary level, the activity should be held within the classes with the help 
of the class teachers to select a few students who can make the posters. 
Approximately 5 students from each section could be selected. The selected 
students should then participate in the final competition 
Before the activity or one day prior, the interested students should be briefed 
about the characteristics of posters and a rough idea about how to make it. 

Art teachers should make a few sample posters for students showing the 
difference between a poster and a painting to primary and upper primary 
students 

The topics depicted in the sample posters should be different from the topics to 
be given in the competition . 

When the students assemble for the activity at a given date and time, following 
instructions should be given to them after distributing the materials. 

a. Write your Name, Roll No. Class & Section on the back side of the 
sheet 

b. Mention the value theme selected for making poster on the back 
side of the sheet. 



c. Your poster should have a picture and the message 

d. After you finish your poster, you should mention in 3-4 lines what 
it depicts on its back side. 

• Make sure that the students return the completed posters in the given time 
mentioning what it depicts on its back side. 

• A committee of two/ three senior secondary stage students studying 
Art/Painting or known for their creative and aesthetic qualities should be formed 
to judge all the posters made by students. The judges should be briefed about 
their role and criteria for judgement should be decided by them under the 
guidance of an art teacher. 

• First, Second, Third & Consolation prize should be declared for each stage. The 
prize may be affordable. It could be a book on art, painting, stories, or box of 
colours or any work of art suitable to the group. Printed reproduction of the 
works of good artists can also be given to the prize winners. 

• A certificate of participation should be given to each participant. The certificate 
can be very simple, made on cartridge paper or from waste posters with one 
colour. The size can be A4. 

• The judges can be given some hand made folders or paintings made by some 
of the good art students. 

• After the competition and selection of award winning posters, there should be 
an exhibition of all the posters. 

• Theme wise display of posters made by students of different stages should be 
arranged separately. 

• The display should be organised preferably in one single hall or a big 
classroom. This will give a good colourful impact and a compactness would be 
felt. 

• The exhibition should be open to whole of the school. Each class can visit the 
exhibition during the allotted time. 

• The exhibition can be kept for two or three days to enable every body to see it. 
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• Views and experiences of participating students and teachers, award winning 
students, judges and the students seeing the exhibition should be obtained. 

• If possible, the parents should be invited to see the display or a display can be 
arranged for them on PTA meeting. 

Guidelines for Organisation of Story Telling 
For story telling at primary school stage : 

• Much thought should be given to the selection of theme of the story and right 
type of story suitable to the age and educational level of the students. 

• The story should focus on 2-3 main values 

• It should have a bearing on day-to-day life of students 

• The characters in the story should be well defined and the students should be 
able to identify with them. 

• Before presentation, the teachers may discuss the selected stories in a group 
and may modify, if required. 

• The story selected, modified or written by the teacher himself/herself should be 
simple in language. 

• Use of negative things or violence related words should be avoided. 

• The sequence of events should be maintained. 

• The story must have a climax to develop curiosity and imagination in students. 
The students can be asked question at that point of time during the activity. 

• To make it effective, the story should have a small song of two to four lines 
conveying a value which could be repeated jointly by the teacher and the 
students during story-telling. 

• The length of the story should be such that it could be narrated within 12-13 
minutes (primary stage) as the attention span of children is not very long. 
However, the length should be suitable to serve the purpose. 

• Timing to tell the story should be decided by the teacher eg. to relate the story 
to a particular lesson, to control the class, to make the students interested etc. 

• The story should be opened in an interesting manner. 
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• The narration of the story should be with appropriate gestures and modulation 
of voice. The students can also be involved wherever possible in gestures and 
voice modulations. 

• The sentence(s) emphasising values should be repeated by the teacher. If 
possible, students should be involved in it. 

• The story should be made more appealing showing pictures at appropriate 
places. Any available material or some low cost material such as charts, 
puppets or drawings on black board which could be easily prepared by the 
teacher could also be used. 

• The story can be made more attractive through dramatisation and enacting by 
the students. 

• The story should be told and not to be read. 

• The completion of the story should be followed by some activities to develop 
further understanding and to get feed back from the students as given below: 

(i) Students can be asked questions such as Which characters did you like in the 
story and why? Why did a particular character say "so" or behave in a 
particular manner? Which character would you like to imitate ? 

(ii) Students can be asked to share whatever good aspects they learned or 
discovered in the story. They can even write these on leaves of paper and 
make a value tree. 

(iii) Teacher can ask the students to suggest the name for the story. 

(iv) Students can be encouraged to tell the story in an interesting manner to other 
children at home, at school and in the neighbourhood. 

(v) They can also be encouraged to write a story of their own as the students are 

very 

imaginative and they like to create the stories. 

• Story telling activity may from part of the school assembly (primary wing) where 
the students can present stories written by them. 

Story Telling at Upper Primary School Stage and above 

Story telling activity is considered to be most suitable for pre-primary and 
primary level students as this is a very impressionable stage. However, the activity 
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can be organised at upper primary, secondary and senior secondary levels with the 
following considerations: 

• The theme on values should be relevant to the level of the students. 

• The students can be asked to select and narrate stories in the regular class on 
a given theme. They should be guided on clarity and modulation of voice and 
use of aids for story telling. 

• The students can be asked to develop some low cost aids which they can easily 
prepare. 

• The teacher may start narrating the story on a selected value theme in the 
class and may invite students to carry it further and conclude the story 
highlighting the values. 

• The students of secondary and senior secondary classes can be guided to read 
some books or hold discussion or see the display on various aspects in the 
school and develop and present story highlighting the value theme. They should 
be given one period for preparation and one to two periods for presentation of 
the story to the class. Building up the story and enactment by a group of 
students side by side promotes student involvement and makes it interesting. 

• The school can organise a story telling competition on identified themes for 
secondary and senior secondary stage students to narrate the stories written by 
them. 

• As a part of evaluation, comments on relevance of the story, originality, 
narration, presentation concept clarification and extent of sensitisation etc. 
could be invited from the audience. 

Guidelines for Organization of Street Play 

The following guidelines may be followed by the schools for organizing street play 
in schools for development of values in students: 

• A team of teachers, including language teacher, music teacher and teachers 
actively involved in co-curricular activities especially dramatics should be 
formed. They should be motivated and interested in value development 
initiatives. 
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• The theme value for the street play should be selected carefully. It should be 
relevant to age and level of the students and should be of their current concern. 
Whatever is happening around students could be depicted in the form of play. 

• The theme should be discussed by a group of teachers interested in the activity. 

• The value being developed should be accessible and achievable by the 
students (audience). 

• Discussion should be held with the students to assess their understanding and 
to know their attitudes and opinions on the subject. 

• The play should be planned and the script should be prepared and finalised in 
consultation with students and teachers. Some of the attitudes and opinions of 
the students could be used as dialogues in the script to give it a realistic flavour. 

• The dialogues should be short, simple and graceful. 

• The script should be carefully worded to give a complete message. The play 
also requires a careful direction to give a clear and effective message. 

• If possible, help of a local theatre person, or a literary figure should be taken to 
improve the script and direction. 

• The content of the play should be able to evolve emotions of day-to-day life 
palpably and in no way give sermons. 

• Title should be abstract so that many meanings could be drawn. 

• The music should be simple using Dholak and Harmonium easily available in 
the school so that the students should be able to play the music. 

• Costumes should be symbolic and the use of decorative material and place 
must be minimal. 

• The students should volunteer to perform the different roles or the performers 
should be selected by the teacher in consultation with the students who are 
devoted towards value related presentation. 

• The students should be assigned the responsibilities regarding lyrics, dialogues, 
music and singing etc. 

• The students should be given opportunity to discuss their roles, presentation, 
costumes etc. 
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• They should rehearse freely, comment/suggest improvements and help each 
other. 

• There must be some speciality in the presentation so that the audience must 
feel and say that : 

This story seems real 
It has touched our heart 
Is that what we do 

• The time for presentation of the play should to selected when whole of the 
school and even parents are able to watch it. If possible teachers and students 
from neighbourhood school could also be invited. 

• The views, comments and suggestions of audience may be obtained to 
evaluate its effectiveness and improve upon the play in future. 

• The play should be enacted repeatedly in the neighboured schools and for 
general public in the locality. 

Guidelines for organization of Panel Discussion 

The following guidelines may be followed by the schools while organising panel 

discussion: 

• The activity panel discussion is suitable for the secondary and higher 
secondary school students. The activity could be organised once a month 
and requires a class period of 35-40 mts. It requires half an hour daily as a 
school activity for preparation. 

• The activity does not require any expenditure and therefore any teacher 
and any school can organise it without hesitance. 

• The discussion should be limited to students of the same grade with class 
size as the optimal size for the activity. 

• The purpose of discussion should be declared to the group at the outset. 

• The values which are to be inculcated/assimilated should be defined in 
advance by the panellists/discussion leaders. 

• The teacher should encourage active and participatory learning. 

• Setting discussion themes is an important preparatory step . Themes 
should be relevant, significant and useful to the group in order to sustain 
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enthusiasm of all the students. The theme should not be abstract. It should 
be selected and finalised through discussion with students. The value 
themes such as tolerance, peace, self-discipline truthfulness and character 
development are suitable for students at secondary and higher secondary 
stage. 

• Students should be guided to see the resource materials, factual information 
or explanations etc. and should be encouraged to discuss with the teacher 
and among themselves. 

• Roles of the students on the panel, anchor and students/audience should 
be well defined and discussed with students. 

• The students should volunteer for the role of panelists and the anchor. 

• The procedural rules and rules of conduct should also be well defined and 
discussed so that the participants respect divergent view points and have 
healthy interaction. 

• Broad framework of the discussion should be evolved yet keeping scope for 
the unanticipated situation or questions etc. Rest of it should be left to the 
anchor and panelists to handle. 

• The date of organization of panel discussion should be fixed in consultation 
with the students. 

• The students should be motivated to come prepared in discussion and 
suggest new ideas and solutions to the topic discussed. 

• Evaluation of discussion should be done by the students and teachers on 
effectiveness of panel discussion in promoting critical thinking in every one 
and its applicability in students’ lives, 

• A live video recording of panel discussion may be done in the school to 
show it to other students in the school, parents or share it with neighbouring 
schools.
